S.R.O, 1083. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Central Excise and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944) , the Central Government hereby 
directs that the following further amendments shall be made with effect from the 
16th June. 1952, in the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely : — 

In clause (ii) (A) of rule 2 of the said Rules — 

1. For sub-clauses (a) and (b), the following sub-clauses shall be substituted 
respectively, namely : — 

“(a) in the districts of Mehsana, Baroda, Dangs, Surat, Broach, Panchmahals, 
Kaira, Ahmedabad, Sabarkantha, Banaskantha and Amreli of the 
State of Bombay, and the States of Saurashtra and Kutch, the 
Collector of Central Excise, Baroda; 

(b) in the districts of the State of Bombay, other than those specified in 
sub-clause (a), and in the States of Bhopal and Madhya Pradesh, 
the Collector of Central Excise, Bombay, * 

2. sub-clause (h) shall be omitted; 

3. sub-clauses (1) and (j) shall be re-numbered as (h) and (i) resoocth t’.y.
